Many great names have passed through Pan- 
Hellenic, Perkins, Blitz, McCulloch, Patrinos, to 
name a few, but when the board had to 
nominate a guest of honour with which to 
commemorate the 40th Anniversary of 
Pan-Hellenic, the decision was unanimous in 
deciding upon Takis Loukanidis. 


in Greek soccer, with over 100 appearances for 
the Greek national team, Loukanidis is 
considered an all-time legend. He began his 
illustrious career in the Greek First Division in 
4954 with Doxa Drama and in 4962 transferred 
to giants Panathinaikos. 


In 1968, with the influx of Greek immigrants 
having settled in Australia, Loukanidis, then 
considered the biggest name in Greek soccer, 
was brought to Pan-Hellenic to showcase his 
marvellous talents. 


Such was his popularity that at his first game 
against Yugal at Wentworth Park, the “Full 
House” sign went up. Crowds event had to be 
restrained at Pan-Hellenic training sessions. 


A true character both on and off the field, 
Loukanidis in his 13 games for Pan-Hellenic 
guided the club to its first ever grand final 
appearance. In a contest which lives on in the 
memory of many, Pan-Hellenic went down 4-2 to 
Hakoah. 


Until Loukanidis, never before did a player seem 
to add so much colour and excitement to Pan- 
Hellenic games. In remembering the history of 
Pan-Hellenic, the Takis Loukanidis chapter will 
never be forgotten. 


WELCOME BACK ....... 


FLASHBACK 1968 _ by Steve Georgakis 


“This was the year of the Greeks. Spiro Agnew 
became America's Vice-President, Aristotle 
Onassis married Jackie Kennedy - and Pan- 
Hellenic finished second in the Sydney 
Championship.” 


This is how the editor of Soccer World summed 
up the 1968 season. lt was not only a 
successful year for Pan-Hellenic, but for 
Federation football. Federation yearly 
attendances were up 35% on the previous year. 
Many reasons contributed to the big crowd 
increase, none more so than Pan-Hellenic’s 
successful year and the presence of Greek 
international, Taki Loukanidis, for the last nine 
rounds. A total of 156,124 spectators attended 
Pan-Hellenic’s matches, while Apia attracted the 
next highest with 103,753. 


Loukanidis’ arrival was well timed. At his first 
training session at Wentworth Park, 1,683 
supporters turned up and raised $350 for their 
Greek hero. Two days later he made his debut 
for Pan-Hellenic-in a Round 16 match against 
Yugal at Wentworth Park. The official crowd was 
given as 9,568, but observers estimated that 
there could have been as many as 15,000 
spectators at the match. “Loukanidis! 
Loukanidis! The thousands of Pan-Hellenic 
supporters chanted last week as their idol 
showed every facet of his immense talent.” 


In Round 17 Pan-Hellenic were on top of the 
table. 18,180 spectators turned out to see Pan- 
Hellenic defeat Apia 2-1 in Round 20. A loss 
and a draw in the last two rounds saw Pan- 
Hellenic finish second in the championship. In 
the three semi-final round robin games Pan- 
Hellenic attracted crowds on 18,018 17,000 and 
17,148 and won the round robin. 


At last Pan-Hellenic was in a grand final and 
22,111 spectators packed into the Sydney 
Sports Ground. At 3-2 Hakoah’s favour with two 
minutes to go Loukanidis missed an open goal 
from two yards out. In the ensuing play Hakoah 
scored to win 4-2. 


On October 10th, Loukanidis left for Greece, 
having attended a farewell party the night before 
that lasted until 6.00am. Loukanidis was 
certainly the most colourful, controversial and 
discussed visiting player. He ended up playing 
43 matches and “never did he fail to pack the 
stands with magic of his name.”

Wade (35), 
captain of the 
Socceroos from 1990 
to 1996, played 83 
internationals and will 
turn out for his last 
Ericsson Cup match 
for the Canberra Cosmos against South 
Melbourne on April 27. 


O A recent partnership between Soccer 
Australia and Snickers will give young 
soccer players (10-18 years, boys & girls) 
an opportunity to experience what it would 
be like to play for Australia. The Snickers 
Soccer Sensation is a tournament on which 
the focus is on the fun aspect of the game 
of soccer.
